Airfield, with a one-mile long conerete runway. There were wood hangars 
to accommodate the one and two engine aircraft used by the airforce 
unit stationed there. Three brick buildings, of thres stories each, 
built about 1925, housed the 350 men attached to the unit. 

Suger factory, an 01d two-story brick building, accommodating 
500-600 employees. 

Brick factory, an old two-story brick building. The factory enployed 
300 to 400 personnel.

Hospital, a one-story brick building with about 150 beds.
